Easter  Lily.  We  have  the  Easter 
Lilies  in  two  different  varieties,  one  to 
plant  out-of-doors  in  either  spring  or 
fall  and  one  to  plant  in-doors  in  the 
fall.

Red  Ru  ssian  Lily.  A  distinct  vari¬ 
ety  of  Elegans,  which  is  becoming  very 
popular  in  the  middle  west..  The  flow¬ 
ers  are  a  dark  reddish  orange  and 
bloom  in  May  and  June.  The  blooms 
are  in  clusters  of  six  to  thirty  and  are 
all  borne  looking  straight  at  the  sky. 
Some  people  call  it  the  Candle  Stick 
Lily  on  that  account.  The  flower  stalks 
are  usually  about  two  feet  high  and 
are  very  showy.  This  Lily  is  stem 
rooting  and  should  be  planted  about 
eight  inches  deep  in  any  good  garden 
soil  and  it  can  stand  lime  alright. 

Regal  Lily.  This  is  the  magnificent 
new  white,  hardy  Lily  discovered  grow¬ 


ing  wild  in  western  China  a  few  years 
ago  and  just  recently  introduced  into 
the  United  States.  It  is  without  doubt 
one  of  the  finest  of  all  the  garden 
Lilies  and  should  soon  find  a  place  in 
every  garden,  as  it  is  a  very  vigorous 
grower,  thriving  best  in  rich  garden 
soil.  The  flower  stems  are  slender  and 
flexible,  but  seemingly  as  strong  as 
steel.  They  grow  from  two  to  four 
feet  high,  covered  with  a  very  dense 
narrow  foliage  and  crowned  with  a  pro¬ 
fusion  of  trumpet  shaped  blooms  of  a 
pure  waxy  white  which  shades  off  to 
pink  on  the  outside.  The  center  shades 
cff  to  a  yellow  at  the  base  inside,  giv¬ 
ing  it  a  wonderful  pleasing  effect.  It 
is  a  stem  rooter  and  should  be  planted 
about  eight  or  nine  inches  deep.  The 
blooms  come  in  July.  We  can  furnish 
this  variety  in  three  sizes  of  Bulbs,  the 
one-year,  two-year  and  three-year. 

Rubrum  Lily.  This  is  another  of  the 
well  known  and  well  liked  Japanese 
Lilies  and  is  a  very  good  companion  for 
the  Auratum.  It  will  grow  and  thrive  in 
soil  where  the  Auratum  sometimes  fails. 
The  flowers  are  a  pinkish  white  with 
the  petals  curving  backward  and  the 
blooms  are  literally  covered  with  small 
red  dots,  sometimes  so  close  together 
as  to  give  the  flower  an  appearance  of 
being  almost  red.  The  stems  are 
strong  and  sturdy  and  grow  three  to 
four  feet  high,  and  bloom  in  September 
and  October.  This  Lily  is  stem  root¬ 
ing  and  should  be  planted  from  eight 
to  ten  inches  deep.

Siberian  Coral  Lily  or  Tenuifolium. 

This  slender  growing,  attractive,  little 
Lily  is  from  Siberia.  It  only  grows 
about  eighteen  inches  high  and  the 
flowers  are  not  very  large  but  very 
numerous.  They  are  deep  scarlet  and 
have  a  waxy  appearance.  The  petals 
are  re-curved  and  are  on  wiry  stems 
covered  with  long,  narrow,  grass-like 
foliage.  It  does  extremely  well  in  rock 
gardens  and  will  thrive  in  partial  shade 
and  will  stand  lime.  The  Bulbs  are 
rather  small,  usually  running  about  the 
size  of  a  hickory  nut.  It  is  a  stem 
rooter  and  should  be  planted  about  six 
inches  deep.  It  blooms  in  June. 


Tiger  Lily- 

Tiger  Lily.  This  old-fashioned  fav¬ 
orite  does  not  need  very  much  descrip¬ 
tion,  except  to  say  that  it  is  the  genuine 
old  Tiger  Lily.  It  is  orange  yellow, 
covered  with  brown  spots  and  blooms 
in  August  and  September.  It  is  a  stem 
rooter  and  should  be  planted  about 
nine  inches  deep.  It  grows  from  three 
to  five  feet  high  and  multiplies  very 
rapidly. 

Be  sure  and  specify  whether  you 
want  single  or  double,  as  we  have  both 
at  the  same  price. 

Umbellatum.  This  variety  belongs 
to  a  family  almost  as  large  as  the 
Elgans  family,  which  they  very  closely 
resemble.  The  only  difference  being 
that  the  flowers  are  somewhat  larger 
and  the  stalks  usually  taller  and 
blooms  a  little  later.  They  usually 
bloom  in  June  and  July  and  grow  from 
two  to  three  feet  high.  The  flowers 
are  large  and  usually  a  deep  orange 
yellow  and  lock  straight  at  the  sky  like 
the  Red  Russian  and  Elegans  Lilies. 
They  are  very  easy  to  cultivate  and 


take  kindly  to  limestone.  They  will 
thrive  in  any  ordinary  garden  soil  and 
like  full  sun.  They  are  stem  rooting 
and  should  be  planted  about  eight 
inches  deep. 

Lily  of  the  Valley.  This  is  another 
old-fashioned  favorite  which  needs  no 
description,  as  it  is  well  known  to 
everyone.  It  is  one  of  the  few  flowers 
that  will  bloom  and  thrive  and  do  well 
up  against  the  north  of  the  house  where 
the  sun  doesn’t  shine  and  where  the 
soil  is  usually  damp  and  sour.  It  also 
does  well  in  a  fairly  sunny  location,  if 
the  moisture  is  present  in  sufficient 
quantities.  They  incerase  very  rapidly 
and  bloom  very  freely.

(Day  Lily  or  Lemon  Lily) 

The  Hemerocalis  are  old  garden  fav¬ 
orites,  but  not  many  people  realize  that 
there  are  so  many  different  varieties 
blooming  at  different  times  of  the  year. 
It  is  possible  to  have  a  succession  of  i 
bloom  from  early  spring  until  late  sum¬ 
mer,  by  planting  different  varieties. 

The  flowers  look  just  like  lilies  and 
come  in  various  different  shades  of 
yellow  and  orange.  The  foliage  is  more 
like  iris,  except  that  the  leaves  are 
narrower  and  there  are  more  of  them. 

I  will  list  the  different  varieties  in  the 
order  in  which  they  bloom.

Hemerocalis  Flava — The  Lemon  Lily 
so-called,  because  the  color  is  of 
pure  lemon  yellow,  very  fragrant 
and  the  first  of  all  the  Hemerocalis 
to  bloom. 

Hemerocalis  Middendorfi — This  va¬ 
riety  blooms  practically  at  the  same 
time  as  the  Flava,  which  is  usually 
a  few  days  before  Decoration  Day. 
In  color,  it  is  a  beautiful  golden 
orange,  with  larger  blooms  than  the 
Flava. 


Hemerocalis  Kwanso — This  variety  is 
just  the  same  as  Flava  in  every  re¬ 
spect  except  that  the  flowers  are 
full  double. 

Hemerocalis  Thunbergi — This  is  the 
last  of  all  to  bloom  and  usually 
blooms  until  about  the  middle  of 
August.  The  flowers  are  a  pale 
lemon  yellow,  almost  the  color  of 
Flava,  except  that  it  grows  much 
taller. 

Oriental  Poppies

The  Oriental  Poppies  are  the  big  fel¬ 
lows,  as  large  as  soup  bowls,  which 
bloom  in  the  spring  right  after  the 
Peonies  get  through.  They  are  per¬ 
fectly  hardy,  and  live  over  in  the 
ground  from  year  to  year.  They  like 
full  sunshine  in  almost  any  kind  of 
good  garden  soil.  They  do  especially 
well  in  the  perennial  border  mixed  in 
with  other  flowers,  because  they  come 
up  and  bloom  early  in  the  season  and 
get  out  of  the  way  of  the  flowers  that 
come  on  and  bloom  later. 

The  time  to  plant  them  is  during  the 
month  of  August  and  the  fore  part  of 
September,  while  they  are  dormant.  At 
this  season  of  the  year,  we  send  out 
two-year  old  dormant  plants  as  they 
can  be  moved  with  perfect  safety  while 
they  are  in  a  dormant  condition. 

Plant  them  an  inch  or  two  deeper 
than  they  were  before  and  pack  the 
dirt  in  firmly  around  the  roots.  That’s 
all  there  is  to'  it.  As  soon  as  the  fall 
rains  come  they  will  start  up  and  grow 
and  make  quite  a  bunch  of  leaves  yet 
this  fall.  These  leaves  die  back  some 
during  the  winter,  but  stay  more  or  less 
green  until  time  to  start  growing  again 
next  spring.  It  is  well  to  give  them  a 
light  mulching  of  straw,  partly  to  keep 
the  ground  from  freezing  and  thawing 
in  the  spring  and  partly  to  hold  the 
snow.

Only  those  who  have  grown  alfalfa  and  have  fed  it,  are  in  a  position  to 
appreciate  the  value  of  this  crop.  Alfalfa  is  one  of  nature’s  greatest  gifts  to 
man;  and  the  greatest  mortgage-lifter  yet  discovered.  Without  question,  alfalfa 
is  the  best  crop  on  any  farm,  but  because  of  the  nature  of  the  plant,  and  be¬ 
cause  it's  full  value  is  not  appreciated  by  many  farmers,  it  is  not  understood  and 
many  farmers  plow  up  the  struggling  plants,  and  contend  that  alfalfa  is  a  failure 
and  cannot  be  grown  on  their  farm.

Ask  him  what 
he  will  take  for  it.  The  chances  are  strong  he  figures  he  couldn’t  possibly  run 
his  farm  and  keep  his  stock  in  good  condition,  without  it.  Most  failures  with 
alfalfa  occur  at  planting  time.  Too  much  is  expected  of  the  seed.  Not  enough 
preparation  is  given  to  the  soil  and  the  conditions  which  are  really  necessary  for 
a  healthy,  quick,  vigorous  growth.  Put  in  an  extra  day  getting  the  field  in  good 
shape  before  planting.  It  will  pay  big. 


Fine  for  Anything 

Horses  certainly  do  like  alfalfa  hay. 
In  the  alfalfa  regions  there  are  horses 
that  have  reached  extreme  old  age  and 
have  never  had  any  other  hay  than  al¬ 
falfa.  Horses  are  particularly  foiid  of 
it,  and  for  that  reason  if  allowed  to  do 
so,  may  eat  more  of  it  than  is  good  for 
them.  The  results  of  overfeeding  on 
alfalfa  hay  are  often  noticed  in  weak¬ 
ness  of  the  kidneys,  and  in  thickening 
of  the  blood,  which  gives  them  a  stag¬ 


nant  disposition.  Alfalfa  hay  is  very 
rich  in  protein,  and  should  be  fed  care¬ 
fully  at  first,  gradually  cutting  down  on 
the  grain  ration. 

Do  hogs  like  alfalfa?  I  should  say 
they  do!  It  is  gradually  being  learned 
by  hog  feeders  that  they  cannot  afford 
to  grow  hogs  without  feeding  them  al¬ 
falfa  every  day  in  the  year.  There  is 
no  other  pasture  equal  to  it  for  hogs 
during  the  summer;  and  where  brood 
sows  are  to  be  wintered  over,  there  is 
no  feed  that  will  bring  them  through 


the  winter  in  better  condition  to  farrow 
larger  litters  of  good  strong  pigs,  than 
a  good  feeding  of  alfalfa  daily. 

Sheep  like  it  and  do  good  on  it. 
Chickens  will  make  good  use  of  al¬ 
falfa,  either  green  or  dry.  For  winter 
feeding,  good  green  alfalfa  should  be 
closely  chopped,  some  bran  and  other 
ground  grain  mixed  with  it,  place  in  a 
barrel  or  tub,  then  pour  boiling  water 
over  this  and  carefully  cover  it  and  the 
heat  will  be  kept  long  enough  to  soften 
all  the  stems  and  leaves. 

Which  Variety? 

Now  as  to  the  varieties  of  alfalfa;  we 
can  fix  you  out  with  most  any  variety 
you  want.  Probably  the  best  Alfalfa  is 
Grimm.  It  is  winter  hardy,  when  once 
established  and  started  good,  you  can’t 
kill  it  out  with  a  club.  Our  Grimm  Al¬ 
falfa  comes  from  the  famous  Black- 
foot  Alfalfa  section  of  Idaho  where  the 
finest  Grimm  Alfalfa  comes  from.

My  Way  of  Doing  It 

I  don't  know  how  you  folks  put  in  fence.  But 
here's  my  way  to  gain  two  inches  in  the  height 
of  the  fencing  and  stop  the  rooting  of  hogs  : — Put 
a  strand  of  barb  wire  about  an  inch  off  the  ground 
or  even  right  on  the  ground  and  put  the  fencing 
about  an  inch  above  that.  I  did  it  for  years  my¬ 
self  and  I  bet  you  never  knew  anyone  to  have 
less  trouble  with  hogs  tearing  up  fences.
